but all fn vain; the disease continues, and mor- 
tlfcation has set fn in her extremities, East 
Mancharla, Anoam, Burmah, have one by one 
fallen off, and now Korea is gone—all com- 
pletely dead to China. A little country, one: 
tenth the area and tenth the population of 
China, attacks her and she {1 var quished on 
land and sea; yet China deludes herself by 
thinking that she {s still one of the great Powers 
ofthe world-!

ing so long from disease that she hos often been 
“wandering in ber mind. And her own 
family bave caught the disease and wander too,
